Anesthesia refuted 
as cause of asthma 


New evidence fails to support a previous 
report that general anesthesia during the first 
two years of life may be a factor predisposing 
children to develop asthma or hay fever. 

The study at the Hospital for Sick Children, 
Toronto, Ont, was performed on three groups 
of children, two undergoing surgery, and the 
third, a control group that had not been 
exposed to anesthesia. 

“The results of the surgery which were 
transferred to computer cards for analysis, 
showed no significant difference among the 
three groups in the incidence of respiratory 
allergy,’ Anne E P Jones, MD, reported at 
the annual meeting of the American Society 
of Anesthesiologists. 

The report of an increased incidence of 
respiratory allergy was made in January 
1974, in a paper presented to the American 
Academy of Allergy. To determine if 
anesthetic drugs might have an effect on 
cells producing immune bodies, the Toronto 
researchers proceeded to study the three 
groups of children. The first group had 
surgery on the stomach at an age of under 
three months. A second group was operated 
on for hernia or strabismus when under two 
years of age. The control group was born at 
the Toronto General Hospital during the 
same period of 1961 and 1962, with no 
history of surgery under age two. 

Families of the children, now 13 and 14 
years old, were given a questionnaire 
designed to discover the incidence of 
diagnosed asthma or hay fever.
